Hill Gail Loses, 
Tom Fool Out 


Apprentice Donald Mine. riding Calu- 
met Farm’s Hill Gail in the seven-furlong 
overnight Dixiana Purse at Keeneland 
April 18. kept his 4-to-5 mount in front 
from the start and winged down the stretch 
with a lead a little better than two lengths. 
He settled down to coast the last furlong 
and got the biggest surprise of his young 
life on the race tracks. Suddenly aware 
that Calumet’s prospective fifth Kentucky 
Derby winner was being caught from be- 
hind, he was over the finish line before he 
knew what to do about it. 


Hill Gail was beaten a head by C. V. 


Whitney's Cold Command. Gushing Oil 
came within a neck of catching him. and 


Arroz. closing fast. was a length and a half 
farther back. 

The race provoked conversation far into 
the night. Most of the spectators found 
no fault with Hill Gail: the rider had 
simply made a mistake, and besides he 
was giving the winner 11 pounds. But 
many a horseman had his doubts. “He was 
looking for a hole in the fence.” “Betcha 
even money he’s not one-two-three in the 
Derby.” Syl Veitch. Cold Command's 
trainer, had remarked before the race. “If 
Hill Gail’s all ’'ve got to worry about in 
the Derby, I'm not worried.” 

Rival stables took heart from Calumet’s 
vulnerability. But it would probably take

something worse than this to distract the 
attention of the public from Hill Gail on 
Derby day. 

Blue Man. currently Hill Gail’s leading 
rival for favoritism in the Derby. was 
training quietly at Churchill Downs. where 
most of the other candidates for the classic 
would have crrived by the end of this 
week. The colts which stayed in New York 
to run in Saturday’s Wood Memorial made 
some dramatic changes in the Derby pic- 
ture. Myhelyn Stable’s Master Fiddle. sec- 
ond to Blue Man in the Experimental No. 
2. outran everything in the stretch to score 
a narrow victory. Trainer Sol Rutchick, 
who stayed in New York last year and let 
Slim Sulley saddle Count Turf to win the 
Derby. decided this time he would go 
2long with the horse.

forever rise concerning the history of 
the Kentucky Derby. To answer these per- 
ennial questions, the accompanying table is 
published along with the following notes. 


OWNERS. In 1949 Warren Wright's 
Calumet Stable equaled the record of Col. 
E. R. Bradley by winning its fourth re- 
newal of the Derby. The Calumet Stable 
won in 1941, 1944, 1948, and 1949. Brad- 
ley horses won in 1921, 1926, 1932, and 
1933. 


JOCKEYS. Eddie Arcaro has ridden 
four winners. Isaac Murphy and Earl 
Sande had three each. 


TRAINERS. Ben A. Jones has trained 
five winners. H. J. (Dick) Thompson is 
second with four. 


ORIGIN OF WINNERS. Lord Murphy, 
Kingman, and Typhoon II were foaled 
in Tennessee; Spokane in Montana; El- 
wood in Missouri; Wintergreen in Ohio; 
Regret and Cavalcade in New Jersey; 
*Omar Khayyam in England; Morvich in 
California; Reigh Count in Virginia; Law- 
rin in Kansas; Assault and Middleground 
in Texas; the other 63 in Kentucky.

TIME. In 1913 Donerail set the Church- 
ill Downs track record for 114 miles at 
2:0444.

That was the fastest 10-furlong 
race run at the track until Woodtrap (7- 
y-o, 106 lbs.) ran the distance in 2:0314 
May 21, 1921, in the Kentucky Handicap. 
Woodtrap’s record stood until Twenty 
Grand won the 1931 Derby in 2:0144. In 
1941 Whirlaway reduced the Derby and 
track record to 2:0125, a mark just missed 
by Middleground in 1950. 


SIRES. Kentucky Derby winners sired 
by Kentucky Derby winners were Alan-a- 
Dale (1902), sired by Halma (1895); 
Burgoo King (1932), by Bubbling Over 
(1926); Omaha (1935), by Gallant Fox 
(1930); Count Fleet (1943), by Reigh 
Count (1928); Assault (1946) and Mid- 
dleground (1950). by Bold Venture 
(1936); Ponder (1949), by  Pensive 
(1944); Count Turf (1950), by Count 
Fleet (1943).

The nicest thing in racing last week was 
something which I, unfortunately. did not 
see. Out at Lincoln Downs last Thursday 
Anthony DeSpirito started to come off 
Halorette. because saddle slipped 
underneath the horse. Louie Olah. on 
Dance Light. moved his horse over and 
grabbed the boy, and held him up while he 
got loose from the stirrups and regained 
his balance. Dance Light finished last.

Louie is a youngster—he will be 24 
sometime this year, which sounds young 
to me—from New Brunswick, N. J., and 
he was around in New York for a while, 
not doing too well, though he had a win- 
ner now and then. He was a kid with a 
broad. cheerful face, and a shock of blond 
hair about like the average hayrick. If 
you had cut his hair on Monday. Wednes- 
day and Friday. I think he would still 
have looked a little hayrickey on Sunday. 
He wasn’t the best jockey in the world, but 
he went out and did his best. and once in 
a while he whooped in with a winner. 
Don't know if you ever tried to ride a 
horse at racing speed. which is around 
37 m.p.h.. and hold a jockey on another 
horse at the same time. But it’s risky busi- 
ness. Louie might have lost his balance too.

Race tracks are. and need to be. competi- 
tive. Not fiercely. not aggressively. neces- 
sarily. but competitive. Racing in New 
York. for instance. could be better than 
it is if the five racing associations had not, 
in a way. merged. with the result that none 
of them will do anything which could 
embarrass another. If Belmont Park. for 
instance. should make so much money that 
it had to ask for additional corporation 
tax blanks. it would not raise purses to 
$4.000. because this would put the heat 
on tracks that either can’t or don’t wish 
to afford it. 

Now the Kentucky Derby and the Preak.- 
ness and the Belmont Stakes have got 
along quite a while now. without any 
merger. each working out its own destiny 
and working it out pretty well. When the 
Derby was jumped to $100,000 in 1946, 
the other two races had to come up. If 
there had been an understanding among 
the threestnacks. none of it might have 
happened.” 

Sometimes. of course. it happens the 
other way. Quite a few years ago. when 
purses had just started going up. the 
heads of five race tracks which shall be 
nameless here met and agreed that giving 
$50.000 purses was vulgar and also cut 
down the dividends. and that they would 
not do it. One of them went out of the 
meeting and announced a $50.000 handi- 
cap. When he was reproached for this he 
looked at his companion in a puzzled sort 
of way and said. “I thought that was what 
we agreed to do.” It was already done, 
at any rate. and a rash of $50,000 races 
broke out.

Myhelyn Stable’s Master Fiddle, winning Ja- 
maica’s Wood Memorial Stakes with a terrific stretch 
drive. splashed a wide grayish smudge across an 
already confused Kentucky Derby picture. The 
Wood Memorial, which is the East’s last big test 
for 3-year-olds before the Derby, was run this year 
at 1% miles for the first time. It has been at 1;'5 
miles since 1940: before that it was at a mile and 
70 yards. Master Fiddle’s time of 1:52%5 is 2% 
seconds slower than the track record, of which 
First Fiddle, Master Fiddle’s sire, is one of the 
co-holders. 

The favorite Tom Fool went to the front at the 
start, but was soon caught by the 101-to-] outsider 
Pintor. On the backstretch Pintor took the lead 
and pulled away to the turn, where he lost some 
ground by running wide. Tom Fool moved into 
the lead again at the head of the stretch and the 
two raced together down the stretch. 

Master Fiddle was rated near the rear of the field 
for the first six furlongs and then made his move. 
Running fifth, Master Fiddle went to the middle 
of the track as he reached the straightaway, and 
raced by the leaders in the final strides to win by 
a neck over Tom Fool. A half-length behind Tom 
Fool was the third place Pintor, which finished 
a half-length in front of Hannibal. 

Two days later Tom Fool showed up with a 
cough and a fever. Since the stable thought he was 
“short” for the Wood and knew that he would now 
lose valuable training time, it declared him out of 
the Derby immediately. 

Trainer Sol Rutchick, who trained J. J. Amiel’s 
Count Turf for the 1951 Kentucky Derby, announced 
that Master Fiddle would fly to Churchill Downs 
this week with Count Flame. Mr. Amiel’s Derby 
hopeful. Myhelyn Stable, for which Master Fiddle 
races, is owned by Nicholas Martini, a furniture 
manufacturer of New York; Meyer Mazor, a Wash- 
ington furuiture dealer; and their wives. 

Foaled May 23, 1949, at Walter P. Chrysler Jr.’s 
North Wales Farm, Warrenton, Va.. Master Fiddle

was sold with his dam in the Chrysler dispersal 
at Saratoga later that year. L. P. Doherty, repre- 
senting Ernst Farm, bought the pair for $4,500. 
In 1950 the son of First Fiddle was sold in the 
Ernst Farm consignment to the Saratoga Yearling 
Sales and was bought by Myhelyn Stable for 
$10.000. 

From nine starts as a 2-year-old Master Fiddle 
won the Ardsley Stakes and three other races. He 
also ran third in the Narragansett Nursery and 
the Sapling Stakes. In the Experimental Free 
Handicap for 2-year-olds of 1951, Master Fiddle was 
weighted at 109 pounds—15 pounds lighter than 
the top-weighted Tom Fool, which he beat at equal 
weights in the Wood Memorial. 

At Hialeah Park this winter, Master Fiddle 
placed second in the Everglades Handicap and 
the second division of the Flamingo Stakes. One 
week before the Wood Memorial, Master Fiddle 
ran second to Blue Man in the Experimental Free 
Handicap No. 2. 

In the 1950 Keeneland Fall Sales. Marsh Mari- 
gold. Master Fiddle’s dam. was sold by Ernst Farm 
Jack Delaney’s Del Briar Farm, Shrewsbury, 
N. J.. where she foaled a filly by Super Duper in 
1951. Master Fiddle is the first 1952 stakes winner 


sired by First Fiddle, which stands at Walter J. 
Salmon’s Mereworth Farm, Lexington. With 15 
2-year-old winners of 34 races and one dead heat 
in 1951, First Fiddle tied with War Dog in siring 
the most winners. His 2-year-olds won more races 
than the juveniles by any other sire.

Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., where his 
dam was boarded by J. S. Phipps. Unraced at two, 
the son of Blue Larkspur made his first start in 
January 1948 under the Phipps colors. He was 
sold soon after that for a reported $7,500 to his 
present owner. At four Three Rings won the Royal 
Palm, the Queens County, Monmouth, Omnibus, 
and Westchester Handicaps; placed second in the 
Grey Lag Handicap; and ran third in the Gallant 
Fox and Trenton Handicaps. At five Three Rings 
repeated his wins in the Royal Palm and_ the 
Queens County Handicaps; won the McLennan, 
Edgemere, and All American Handicaps; and fin- 
ished third in the Monmouth Park Handicap.

Gen. Kelser Dies 
Of Heart Attack 


Gen. Raymond Alexander Kelser, one 
of the most distinguished veterinarians of 
the century, died the afternoon of Wed- 
nesday. April 16. His death came quickly 
as the result of a heart attack suffered 
while he was at work at the University 
of Pennsylvania in Philadelphia, where 
he had been dean of the School of Veter- 
inary Medicine and professor of bacteri- 
ology since his retirement from the Army 


in 1946. 


The funeral services were held at sub- 
urban Ardmore, Fa.. where he lived. and 
he was buried on Monday of this week, 
in Arlington National Cemetery. 


General Kelser was born December 2. 
1892. in Washington. D. C. He received 
his D.V.M. degree at George Washington 
University in 1914. After a short period 
as bacteriologist for the H. K. Mulford 
Company at Glenolden, Pa.. he joined the 
technical staff of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture in 1915. In the first World 
War he entered the Army as a lieutenant 
in the Veterinary Corps. and was a cap- 
tain when the war ended in November. 
1918. He remained in the regular Army. 
took his M.A. and Ph.D. degrees at Amer- 
ican University, was made a major in 
1927. lieutenant-colonel in 1933. colonel 
in 1939. brigadier general in 1942. From 
1938 until his retirement in 1946 he was 
chief of the Veterinary Division. in the 
office of the Surgeon General. 

During his years in the Army General 
Kelser held numerous responsible posi- 
tions as executive. instructor. re- 
search worker in the field of bacteriology 
and immunology. Serving at Manila in 
1925-28. he developed a vaccine which re- 
sulted in the eradication of rinderpest, the 
worst stock plague in the Philippine 
Islands. Later he identified certain species 
of mosquitoes as the principal agents for 
the transmission of encephalomyelitis, a 
discovery which led to more effective con- 
trol of this disease in horses. 

Under his direction, Capt. T. C. Jones 
conducted the Front Royal experiments 
which resulted in a tremendous decrease 
in the incidence of periodic ophthalmia. 
though they failed to provide the final 
answer to the riddle of that disease. Gen- 
eral Kelser was especially interested in 
equine influenza, but, in common with 
many other researchers in human and vet- 
erinary medicine, left the problem un- 
solved. 

Since the formation of the Grayson 
Foundation for research in diseases of

the horse General Kelser had been its 
chief consultant on the allocation of funds 
to different institutions for various pro- 
jects. He was its vice president. Vigorous. 
resourceful. and everlastingly inquisitive 
as he was. the presence of General Kelser 
at a meeting or conference usually was 
enough to turn the conversation quickly 
toward new methods of attack on the 
toughest problems of veterinary science. 

General Kelser was the author of a 
Manual of Veterinary Bacteriology, first 
published in 1927 and revised in three 
later editions. He was a member of num- 
erous professional organizations and had 
served as vice president of the American 
Veterinary Medical Association. Among 
the honors bestowed upon him were the 
Distinguished Service Medal and the Gor- 
gas Medal. He was an honorary associate 
of Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. 
London. 

In 1914 Dr. Kelser was married to 
Eveline Harriet Davison. She and a daugh- 
ter. Mrs. John Andrew Allgair. survive 
him. 


Claude C. Tanner 


The victim of a heart attack suffered at 
the Lafayette Hotel. Claude C. Tanner 
died at the Good Samaritan Hospital. 
Lexington. early in the afternoon of April 
23. just before this issue went to press. 
Mr. Tanner. a onetime buggy salesman 
who later developed a restaurant chain.

Nick Huff, 59, a booking agent for 
jockeys during the last 20 years, died un- 
expectedly in his home at Jamaica, L. L., 


N. Y., on April 7. Mr. Huff was first 
associated with racing as an exercise boy 
and later as a jockey. He rode for more 
than 20 years, including three years in 
Kurope. After a short time as an owner 
and trainer. he became an agent. At one 
time associated with Greentree Stable, he 
took charge of the engagements for Ted 
Atkinson when that jockey was contract 
rider for Greentree. Some of the other 
jockeys he handled were Eddie Arcaro, 
Don Meade. Johnny Gilbert, and Paul 
Miller. Mr. Huff is survived by his widow 
Beth and a son Wayne.
